These reports were submitted in response to a 
national inquiry conducted to develop a single reference 
of federally financed day care activity in the states as 
it existed at the launching of Day Care Survey 1970

Although 100 per cent response was not. achieved thus 
precluding more comprehensive coverage — this initial 
assembly of state program data does begin to fill a void 
in day care program information resources.
